THE STATE HOSPITAL INVESTIGATION. 


The special committee provided for by 


a resolution adopted by the last Legisla- 
ture, to investigate the management of 
the State hospital for the insane, has 
finished its work and its report is in tho 
hands of Governor Smith. The attention 
of the public has been frequently called 
to the extravagant and unbusiness-like 
manner of managing the affairs of this 
important hospital. But those in author- 
ity 
at 
the 
institution, 
denounced 


all such charges false, and pronounced 
them a libel on the hospital. There were 
some men in the Legislature last winter 
and the winter previous, who had tho 
beast of reasons to believe.that there was 
a good deal of crookedness about the 
management of tho hospital; and one of 
the chief movers in the work of starting 
an investigation to settle the matter once 
and for all, was 
Senator Richardson 


this 
city. 
A 
special com- 


mittee 
consisting 
of 
Senator 


George E. Sutherland, of Fond du Lac, 
Joseph B. McGrcw, of Bichland Center, 
and Patrick H, Smith, of Shcboygan, were 
appointed by Governor Smith, to inves. 
tigate these charges. For several months 
tho committee has been engaged more or 
less of the time in taking testimony, and 
their conclusions have been made public, 
and are much to the discredit of those who 
have had the management of the State 
hospital in hand. 


In regard to the treatment of patients 


the committee finds no fault. But in 
speaking of the business management of 
the institution tho committee says: 


The management of the business affairs of the 
hospital, both on the nart of the Board of Trus- 
tees and on the part of the resident ottiucru, has 
been such as to be highly unsatisfactory. Tho 
Board of Trustees consists of most worthy and 
estimable men. but there has been u culpable 
lack of close arid sharp supervision on tlieir 
part, and even a want of knowledge of what 
has been transpiring at the hospital. 


Of course tho committee does not 


charge the management with dishonesty, 
but with gross carelessness, for reporting 
the management of the hospital all right, 
when in fact it was all wrong; for saying 
in their annual reports that the accounts 
of the institution were correct, when as a 
matter of fact they were grossly incorrect; 
and for reporting the general affairs of 
the hospital to be properly conducted 
when they actually knew little or noth- 
ing about them. The chief objections 
found against the management are these: 


1. There has been no regular and 


business-like method of 
auditing ac- 


counts. All their business has been done 
in a slip-shod fashion. 


2. There has been no correct plan of 


purchasing supplies for the hospital. In 
this particular things have been run at 
loose ends. 


3. Goods have been purchased at retail 


prices when they could have been bought 
at wholesale prices, thus saving much to 
the State. 


4. There has been no regular system of 


bookkeeping, and consequently tho ac- 
counts have been kept in a very unrelia- 
ble manner, and in one instance twenty- 
five mistakes were found, involving an 
amount of 81,600. 


5. The money sent from parents and 


friends to the inmates for Christmas 
presents, and so on, and which fell into 
the hands of tho superintendent, has 
been managed in such a way as to make 
it impossible to tell whether it has baen 
honestly used or not. 


6. Extravagant outlays have been tho

The Harz. 


The district known as the Harz is the 


old Hercyniari forest of which Cocsar has 
left such terrifying accounts, strangely 
at variance with its modest aspect.

this is a curious feature about the Harz, 
that although its highest mountain, the 
Brockcn, is only.y,700 feet liigh, yot the 
whole region has a remarkably Alpine 
character as regards vegetation and 
meteorological phenomena. 
Indeed, 


this little district has a character siii 
generis, underground, on the ground 
and overground. 
Underground, be- 


cause it is one of tho most interesting 
of unsolved geological problems; and 
for the lover of mineralogy and the stu- 
dent of geology here is a tine field for 
working with the hammer. The miner- 
al wealth of tho Ham is proverbial; its 
gnomes and kobolds live in legendary 
lore; its minerals are designated by Mr. 
Kuskin as the aristocrats of their gomis. 
This quaint writer contends that there is 
rank among minerals as among men 
and that you " may rocognr/.e the high 
caste and breeding of those crystals, 
wherever you moot them, and know at 
once they are liar/, born." llu further 
adds: "If you want to see tho graeo- 
fnlest and happiest caprices of which 
dust is capable you must go to the 
Harz, not tliat I ever mean to go there 
myself, because I want to retain tho 
romantic feeling about the name," 
'This romantic feeling clings around 
what we havfik called its overground 
characteristics?--the witch and wild 
huntsmen associations which linger 
around its name. The Hurz is tho 
home ..of all the.:we'irdest legends of 
North Germany,-the scene of Goethe's 
" Waipurgis Nacht," the home of cloud 
myths and storms. The lover of legends 
will become almost sated liuru; every 
rock, every hill, every prominent spot, 
lias its story.—London Society,

A remarkable ice gorge in Sussex 


County, N. J., in the rear of Blue 
Mountain, is attracting attention and is 
much visited by the lovers of curious 
sights. The ice gorge is several hun- 
dred yards in extent, ten to thirty feet 
deep, with caves and clefts in the rocks 
where the ice lies. It is located a very 
short distance from the mountain. The 
shade at the gorg<; is dense, the sun ap- 
parently never penetrating it. The bot- 
tom of the gorge is filled with ice and 
the little caves and crevices are filled 
with it. It is a natural ice-house; hun- 
dreds of tons might be taken out with- 
out appreciably decreasing the whole. 
Much of it, no doubt, has lain there for 
years, the mass gradually melting and 
being added to each year. The ther- 
mometer, which registered in the nine- 
ties ia Nawton, marked thirty-eight de- 
grees at the bottom of this gorge, too 
cold for one to remain there any length 
of time. 
A few feet from one cncl of 


the gorge a spring of most delicious 
sparkling'watcr bubbles up. The water 
in this spring stands at thirty-four de- 
grees—about as cold as one could com- 
fortably drink it.—Middlclown (N. Y.)

Supporting tlie Family. 


A pleasant subject came up foi- dis- 


cussion bufore tho convention of County 
SupsriatQiulcnts of tho Poor, in sossion 
in New York. 
It is: "How shall men 


who refuse to support their families bo 
punished?" 
The question is an intri- 


cate ouo and suggests grave possibili- 
ties. There are so many varieties and 
degrees of family support and of failure 
to support, that even the Superintend- 
ent of a Poorhouse might be troubled 
in trying to draw the lino in tho right 
place. As to tho shiftless and indolent 
person who spends his tinio in gin mills 
instead of working for a living, there 
can be no two opinions. 
It is through 


his laziness and ill-managemeut that 
his family becomes a burden on the 
the public. But there aro families who 
do not consider themselves supported 
unless the husband and father is able to 
keep them in all sorts of luxury. One 
woman will live on what would not af- 
ford pin-money for another. 
One 


,thrifty lady will do as much housework 
;with her own hands as her neighbor 
may accomplish with tho aid of two or 
three servants. Tho lady who lives ou 
servants would consider her unfortunate 
imsband guilty of the sin of not support- 
ing the family, if the pressure on his 
pocket became so great that tlie servants 
had to be dismissed. Total destitution 
of diamonds, India shawls, opera tickets 
and carriage rides would lead some 
ladies to believe that they were not sup- 
ported at all. Some complaining wom- 
en have the habit of saying, whenever 
the appropriation for dress goods runs 
a little short, that they are on the road 
to tho poorhouse. Then they belabor 
thoir husbands with rebukes and fault- 
finding, which make him regret that ho 
ever took on his hands the contract for 
supporting 
such 
querulous people. 


These women would take oath before 
a justice, either of peace or war, that 
they were not properly supported. It 
is to be hoped that tho Superintendents 
will pay some heed to tho condition of 
the luckless man who \vould_liko to 
support his family if he could find a way 
to do it. There Is many a man who 
has lost his situation. Perhaps he was 
incompetent; perhaps he was sick. Per- 
haps he was a nervous soul who had 
fallen into a state of discouraged dump- 
ishness because of continued showers 
of domestic scolding. Some consider- 
ation is due to the poor fellow who is 
crushed under any of those evils. Every- 
thing seems to be against him and he 
wishes he were dead. Thero aro cases 
in which a wife and children do not 
listlessly sit down and ask to be sup- 
ported. 
A spirited woman and a group 


of ambitious boys and girls are often 
ablo to do what a discouraged father 
may have totally failed in. The people 
who can do this, but stand on their 
dignity, refusing to do it and claiming 
their right to be supported, are quite as 
deserving of punishment as is the neo-- 
leetful husband. There are thousand's 
of unfortunate and almost penniless 
families, who are as they are because 
the women and children either know 
nothing about how to work for a living 
or, knowing how, are too proud to put 
their knowledge to practical use. A 
husband is a good thing to have in the 
house if he is in working order. If out 
of repair or permanently disabled or in- 
competent somebody must come to the 
rescue. If the Poorhouse Superintend- 
ents will show us how to prevent the 
evil they deplore, rather than how to 
punish it, they will do society a valua- 
ble service.—Philadelphia

FARM AND FIRESIDE. 


—To Preserve Soap-Grease.—Fill a 
cask half full of good strong lye and 
drop all your refuse grease therein; stir 
up the mixture once or twice a week. 


—Cream Cake.—Whites of four eggs, 


one cup of white sugar, two teacups of 
flour, one cup of sour cream, three tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and a pinch 
of salt. 
Flavor with vanilla. 


—Beefsteak should not have salt or 


pepper put on to it until after it is 
broiled and then it should be mixed 
with butter and not put dry on tho 
meat. 
A beefsteak to bo good, should 


bo constantly turned while cooking, 
not left to sear on one side and go raw 
on the other. 


—Clear Apple Jelly.—Pare, core and 


cut two dozen apples" into quarters and 
boil them with lemon peel until tender. 
Then strain off the apples, and run the 
juice through a jelly-bag. 
Put the 


strained juice, with the sugar and isin- 
glass, which has been previously boiled 
in half a pint of water, into a lined 
sauce or preserving pan. Boil all to- 
gether for about half an hour and put 
the jelly into molds. When this jelly 
is clear, and turned out well, it makes 
a pretty dish for the supper-table, with 
a little custard or 
whipped cream 
around it. 


—Tho Boston Journal of Chemistry 


thus refers to the use of silos in which 
to deposit green fodder for winter use: 
"Several years ago it was discovered 
in Germany that when a pit in the 
ground, properly constructed, is filled 
with greon forage, m grass, cornstalks, 
beet-tops, etc., they do not, during the 
winter, undergo destructive fermenta- 
tion, as one would suppose must occur, 
but that the fermentative change ad- 
vances only a step or two and then is 
arrested." Then adds: "The claims 
for silos, as put forth by a party having 
one the past winter, aro extravagant^ 
and cannot be sustained iu practice. 
Still, they are worthy the attention of 
farmers, and should come into use." 


—How to Preserve Flowers.—Fruit 


and flowers may be preserved from de- 
cay and fading by immersing them in a 
solution of gum arabic and water two 
or three times, waiting a sufficient time 
between each immersion to allow the 
gum to dry. 
This process covers the 


surface of the fruit with a thin coating 
of the gum, which is entirely imporvi" 
ous to the air, and thus privonto thu 
aecay of fruit or the withering of tlio 
flowers. Roses preserved in this way 
have all the beauty of freshly-plucked 
ones, though they have been separated 
from tho parent stem for many months. 
To.insure success in experiments of this 
kind, it should bo borne in mind that 
the whole surface must be completely 
covered; for, if tho air only guts en- 
trance in at a piuholo, the labor will be 
lost. In preserving specimens of fruit, 
particular care should be taken to cover 
the stem end and all with the gum. A 
good way is to wind a thread of silk 
about tho stem, and then sink it slowly 
in the solution, which should not be so 
strong as to leave a particle of the gum 
undissolved. The gum is so perfectly 
transparent that you can with difficulty 
detect its presence, except by the touch.
